Gritish Fleet Now. so Formidable 
That Its Power on the Sea is 
immeasurable 
A vivid description. of, the work of 
the Grand lieet and most interesting 
details of some of our newest ships 
of war are given in‘a long account 
which a special correspondent of the 
btandard sends from Hainburgh. 
‘the Archbishop of Canterbury visited 
the fieét, and a party of Frenchmen 
were wae _ privileged to see it, but 
none them. (he: points- out) told 
anything about it that was not known 
betore the war,.to even the longsnore- 
wan. ‘They raised nothing of tne veil 
now surrounding that great and 
wighty shieid under which our em- 
pire has risen,. the guardian, as is 
‘proved by the events of the past four- 
teen months, of the very freedom of 


the wondertul new mine 
sweepers, or the equally wondertul 
new submarine destroyers. ‘They 
were silent about the guns of the new 
battleships and the speed of the new 
battle cruisers. The new mine sweep- 
erg need not now -be employed upon 
the sweeping of the mines from our 
estuaries or the open seas, for the 
German mine is a very rare thing, 
and the special boats constructed to 
deal with the submarine pirates were 
built to plans after our vivid exper- 
jences of destroying them, and are 
not at all necessary to combat the 
few remaining submarines the Ger- 
mans. can send tO sea. 

These destroyers are possessed of 
incredible speed, and they turn al- 
most on their own length. What little 
remains of the submarine menace is 
not a problem for the old boats, and 
the new craft are going to be used 
somewhere. So, too, are.the guns on 
that great new battleship which join- 
ed the fleet not many days ago. The 
few on shore who knew of the le 
Viathan’s unheralded coming watch- 
ed ‘with well justified pride the pass- 
ing on its way to. the battle squadron 
of the supreme word in naval con- 
struction, and as the bulwark of the 
ocean went on they said to each other 
— ‘The guns mounted on that boat 
are not intended to hit ships.” No, 
and neither will they. They will hit 
something else, and, by heaven! they 
will crumble what they hit into ashes 
and: into dust. 

In the French journalists’ account 
of the visit of thé fleet they mentiop- 
ed four boats—Jellicoe’s Iron Duke, 
Beatty’s flagship Lion (the boat the 
“sank” off the Dogger 
Bank), the Tiger, and the boat the 
Turks destroyed in the Dardanelles, 
the Quéen Elizabeth. They may have 
been the ships that appealed to their 
imagination, and there was-. perhaps 
method in mentioning by these 
strangers the fact that they saw these 
vessels in actual commission. It laid 
by the heels the “successes” claimed 
by our foes and disrupted the rumors 
current in this country, but it will 
give joy to olr Overseas Dominion

She studies 
diligently, reading up what others

His 
comrades knew what had happened, 
and ,thinking ~we would like some- 
thing to eat with the coffee, sent us 
over some “shrapnel pudding.’ We" 
returned the compliment with a vol- 
ley, of Old. Ticklers’ jams, but, to 
the surprise of the Germans it wasn’t 
jam to tickle their palates, but gun- 
powder.

Peace Rioters 


Many Wounded in Berlin by Sabre 
Thrusts’ When Demonstration 
' Was Made 

According to a corréspondent of 
the Manchester Guardian news has 
reached Switzerland from a trust- 
worthy source ‘suggests that peace 
currents are certainly flowing in the 
high governing and directing spheres 
of Beriin, but that. it is impossible to 
speak of them with any degree of pre-

It seems the financiers are be- 
coming’ specially restive, not because 
they are less patriotic than the other 
ciasses in Germany, but because they 
see more clearly than any prolonged 
continuance of the war means, im tne 
words ascribed to a prominent Berlin 
banker, “hideous bankruptcy.” 

All “evidence availabie seems to 
indicate aiso thet Gen, Von Falken- 
hayn, chief of the general . staff, 
Shares this comparative moderaticn 
of tone. For the discussion of the 
peace terms the military element, it 
is predicted, will adopt a chastened 
rather than an arrogant attitude. 
That of the Gerthan working classes 
toward the war sceiis to have become 
one uncompromising hostility. 

Hardly a day passes without 
some example of this new spirit of 
revolt being quoted in the Swiss Soc: 
ialist newspapers. The Berne Tag- 
wacht and Zurich Volksrecht; which 
are not subject to the German censor- 
ship, are regarded, as reflecting Ger- 
man Sociatist opinion more accurate- 
than: the Vorwaerts is able to do. 

The Tagwacht prints as the latest 
and. most startling instances of 
popular discontent a- description .by | 
one of the participants of a peace 
demonstration. which, took place in 
Berlin on the evening of the Reich- 
Stag opening. This account supple- 
ments the brief reports hitherto 
telegraphed to England. 

The Tagwacht correspondent says: 

Ten thousand men and women took 
part in a peace demonstration which 
marked the ‘opening of the Reichstag 
November 30. A crowd collected to- 
ward eight o’clock in the evening in 
Unter den Linden. One section of the 
demonstrators came from the Schloss 
(the imperial palace). The crowd 
sang outside the opera house, and as 
this section passed through the Unter 
den Linden in the direction of the 
Brandenburger. a squad of police 
which had been specially stationed in 
the neighborhood rushed out and 
drove it back along the Friederich- 
strasse and Charlottenstrasse. 

“After they had driven one sec- 
tion of the demonstrators into the 
side streets, the police tried to drive 
off those who had congregated in 
the Charlottenstrasse and Friederich- 
Strasse. Mounted police began: the 
attack, using their sabres in many 
directions and cutting at the demon- 
strators. i 

“Look out, or we will polish’ you 
off!” cried a mounted policeman. 

“Our men are bleeding yonder, so 
you can slaughter us here,” replied 
a war wife. ; . 

“The aim of the police seemed to 
be to clear. the Wilhelmstrasse, 
where the imperial government 
buildings and foreign embassies are. 


situated. Finally under  pressur: 
of the police, the crowd dispersed 
north and south. Cries in. favor 


of a speedy termination of the war 
were everywhere heard, and cheers 
for Liebknecht were raised. The 
demonstration lasted several hours 
and at the close the demonstrators 
marched through the city in military 
formation amid cries for peace.

This 
Was found to work 80 effectively in 
improving the quality that many far- 
mers were sending cream of better 
quality than required by the standard 
for the best grade, In order to meet 
this situation a higher grade was 
pid to the then-existing classifica- 

on. 
following grading of cream is 
now in use, and is giving: excellent 
satisfaction: 

Extra No. 1—Perfectly sweet ana 
fit for table use, 

No, 1—Cream, clean and fresh flav- 
ored, showing no sediment and. free 
of lumps and curdy matter: / 

No. 2—Sour or sweet cream, slight- 
ly off or strong in flavor,, but of a 
smooth and even consistency. ‘ 

No, 8—Cream that does not qualli- 


fy for grades one or two. This 
cream will be rejected. 
The producer. receives monetary 


compensation. for the extra work, in- 
volved in supplying the highest 
grade of cream. This is three cents 
more per pound of butter fat for Ex- 
tra No. 1 than No. 1, and. five cents 
above No. 2, { : 

In no instance, reports W. A. Wil- 
son, dairy. commissioner, has a’ far- 
mer supplying “Extra No. 1” cream 
withdrawn his patronage from a co- 
operative 
cases farmers supplying No. 2 cream 
have withdrawn their support, and, 
although the volume of business de- 
clined, the qua.ity of the butter, be- 
cause of the absence of much of the 
No. 2 cream, showed a decided im- 
provement. Their withdrawal in 
most cases was only temporary, since 
the price: paid for the, better flavored 
cream proved a powerful magnet and 
those who. yielded: to its influence 


have demonstrated that where dol-

Grading has proved so satisfactory 
in the case of the cream that it has 
now been extended to the butter. 

Each creamery is designated by @ 
letter and each churning ‘by a separ- 
ate number. Both the creamery let- 
ter and the churning number are 
stamped on every box of butter pack- 
ed .from a particular churning. A 
daily report is made out at the 
creamery, which also shows thig in- 
formation, ‘together with the number 
of boxes of butter from that .particu- 
lar churning. On the arrival of the 
butter .at cold storage each week. it 
is an easy matter to sort ‘out and cx- 
amine a box of butter from any 
churning. 

Having information on each man‘ 
ager’s daily work, it is possible to 
classify the butter consignments ac- |- 
cording to the requirements of the 
respective markets or individual deal- 
ers, thus preventing second grade 
butter being shipped to any point 
and in this way satisfy the various 
customers. *'All consignments are 
ordered shipped from cold storage 
by reference to the official grade 
certificates, the originals of which 
are subsequently forwarded to the 
purchaser, the duplicates. being’ re- 
tained one file for reference,

creamery during the summer months 
for the results of some of the co-

Source of Genuine Humor 

The popularity of censors is no- 
where very great, but in Austria, it 
would seem, they are entitled to some 
recognition as a source of genuine 
humor. We find in the Vorwaerts the 
following two samples of censored lit- 
erature in the Vienna Press. One, 
intended to be an article criticizing 
the ministers, ran as follows: 

“We are not professional grumblers. 
One familiar with men and things 
would, in face of our criticism today, 
ask us. But do you know how it 
looks in the head of a troubled states- 
man? [| will show you. . 

And .here the censor cut out the 
rest of the article leaving a blank 
to show how it looks in the head ofa 
“troubled. minister.” In another paper 
the censor. conscientiously struck 
out the words “not” and “nothing” in 
a passage on the rising cost of living, 
making it read thus: 

“Day by day the situation is becom- 
ing more and more difficult. The 
growing prices in our town are as- 
suming unheard of dimensions. The 
population is looking forward to mel- 
ancholy times. Flour js — to be had. 
The poor classes have, in the true 
sense of. the word, — to eat. The 
government care — about the fate of 
the population and the authorities 
are — equal to their task.” 

And just the opposite of all this is 
true, This example, of censorial hu- 
mor deserves ,.to be included in the in- 
ternational collection which will sure- 
ly be made at the end of the war.

The Submarine

In the recent complete ee a 
of the German submarine attack on 
merchant shipping, We witness an- 
other of those silent victories over 
the German navy, of which the pres- 
ent war has been so fruitful The 
first and greatest of these, of course, 
was the complete immobilization ot 
the German high sea fieet, whose °9 
or more dreadnoughts and battle 


in German’ North sea ports and in 
‘the Baltic from the very day that war 
was declared. 

To what are we to &ttribute the 
sudden collapse of the German sub- 
marine raiding expeditions? ‘The an- 
swer is to be found in the two fields 
of mechanics and. psychology. We 
btated iiany ’nronths “Ago, “when” the 
submarines were at the height of 
their activities, that the experience 
of past naval wars justified the ex- 
pectation that .some effective means 
would be discovered for defeating the 
U-boat attack; and the event has 
proved that we were right. It is safe 
to say that no branch of the great 
naval and military operations of this 
war has been the subject of more 
thorough investigation by the scien- 
tist and the investor than that of sub- 
marine warfare on its defensive side. 
Very fruitful has been the study of 
this problem and most efficient have 
been the meang adopted. 

Not until the history of the’ war 
comes to be written will’ be known 
‘which of the defensive measures 
have proved to be the most success- 
ful. Probably more submarines have 


been accounted for by nets than by }- 


any other means, although a large 
number have been sunk by destroy- 
ers and gwift motor boats rushing in- 
upon and rammMing them or destroy- 
ing them with their rapid-fire guns. 
We are informed that not a few boats 
have been lost when they came to 
the surface at night to recharge their 
batteries.. The exhaust from the oil 
engines is very noisy and can be 
heard over a. great distance and 
naturally the submarines choose the 
night time for battery charging, The 
destroyers and armed motor boats 
gather in the submarine-infested area 
after. night has fallen and by care- 
ful listening detect the location of the 
submarines, creep upon them quietly 
and then make a final dash to get 
them with the gun or the ram before 
they can submerge. 

The contemplation of a lingering 
death in a sunken submarine may 
well strike terror to the stoutest 
heart, and the British admiralty have 
made deadly use of the psychology of 
the situation by refraining’ from 
making any mention of the time or: 
place of the destruction of the 
U-boats. When the disturbance of 
the floats at the top of a torpedo net 
showed that a submarine was ,en- 
tangled the U-boat was hauled to 
the surface, shot full of holes and al- 
lowed to sink without a word being 
published of the occurrence. : 

The psychological effect upon the 
personnel of the submarine service of 
this absolute silence as to the tate a 
the. submarines after they have } 
Wilhelmshaven or the mouth of 
Elbe must be simply appalling. 

So long as the fate of the U-boats 
which were destroyed or captured in 
the earlier weeks of the war was 
made known, the horror of-uncer- 
tainty was missing, but during the 
past few months over half a hundred 
boats have failed to return. They 
saluted as they steamed out from 
their naval base, and that was the 
last that was seen or heard of any 
one of them. 

Von Hindenburg has said that the 
present contest is one of nerves. If 
80, it may well be a question whether 
this portentious silence which has 
followed the passage of the U-boats’ 
upon the high seas has not been a 
powerful factor in breaking down the 
German submarine warfare.—Scien- 
tific American.

The 
sleeping hut was surrounded by 
barbed wire, and guarded by three 
sentries—German soldiers who had 
been invalided and made incapable 
for more .active service—and the 
camp itself was patrolled, 
With great luck, however, the two 
Russian leds -crawled through’ the 
barbed wire without raising an alarm 
evaded the sentries and struck across 
country towards the sound of the 
guns. ‘ 

They travelled five or six miles 
that night, and lay all. next day in a 
disused trench full of water. The 
next night ‘they went three. miles 
further.- Here they reached some 
German trenches in a wood, and 
crossed over sevéral lines until they 
reached the first line trench, where 
they had the nearest chance of be- 
ing caught. Two men were stand- 
ing at their loop holes, gnad_ two 
others had just been relieved and 
were. going off. 

The Russians crouched down, crept 
a little further off, and, climbing out 
of the front line’ trench, were -im- 
mediately in difficulties with the 
barbed wire. Fortunately it was not 
very strong, and they succeeded in 
getting through it and crawling to 
the British trenches, when they gave 
their cry and leapt down-to our men, 
with bullets flying about them.

| Third of Total Canadian Exports Sup- 
plied by Prairie Provinces . 

The total external trade for Canada 
for 1915, including imports and ex- 
ports, hag been placed at $1,120,253,- 
771, or a total per capita of $137. Bas- 
ing the population of Manitoba .at 
450,000, and of Winnipeg at 200,000, 
this province's share of the external 
1915 trade would be $61,650.000, while 
Med toad share would be $27,400,- 

00. ‘ 
The ‘t:ree prairie provinces’ share 
would proportionately amount. to 
«bout $180,000,000 in actual per capi- 
ta, but. in exports these provinces 
will this year, and in the beginning 
of 1916, contribute a.much larger pro- 
portion to the. exports than will the 
other provinces. 

The exports of wheat from Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta will 
add at least $200,000,000 to the Canad- 
fan exports for 1915-16, which shows 
that in exports alone these three prov- 
inces will show a bigger per capita 
than would be accredited them as 
their total share of Canada’s aggre- 
gate external trade. 

Placing the grain exports at the 
above amount, it is likely that the 
prairie provinces will add $260,000,- 
000 to the total exports of the 
minion,-and if the per capita share 
of the imports was placed at the 
Canadian average, it would show 
that these provinces. total external 
trade, including exports and imports, 
would exceed $400,000,000. 

The grain exports of Canada this 
year will probably be four times the 
value of the total exports of manu- 
facturies. Last year the manufac- 
turing exports amounted to a little 
over $57,000,000. These figures will 
be increased this year on account of 
war orders, but the wheat exports 
will also show , increase in almcst 
greater proportions than will the 
manufacturers and grains other thun 
wheat will also be in great demand. 

All the exports from Canada this 
year, including agricultural pro- 
ducts, manufacturing products, etc., 
will total about $500,000, 000—from 
the three prairie piovinces, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan’ and Alberta, will con- 
tribute very nearly half of these total 
exports, since the value of the grain 
exports galone will be noatiy, half of 
the total exports for the Dominion 
this -year. 

Thus the west contributes more 
han its share to Canada’s external 
trade, and more especially in ex- 
ports, which is the right side of the 
‘ledger and represents money brought 
into Canaca,—Free Press.

Has No _ Intention of Inviting Bel- 
gium’s Fate Through Unneutral 
Attitude 

Holland, however, is the neutral 
country that must walk the straight 
and narrow path, for the reason tuat 
her help of the side of Germany 
would be of the greatest importance, 
while, thrown on the ather side it 
would probably mean the speedy end- 
ing of the war. She is the key to the 
whole military impasse. The tempta- 
tion to take advantage of any slip on 
the part of her is great, and the canny 
Dutchman: are behaving with the 
greatest circumspection. Holland has 
no illusions on the subject of the dan- 
gers that surround her, and she keeps 
more than 500,000 men under arma 
and reaay for an instant service if 
she is threatened. She would be no 
unprepared Belgium, but a-nation, 
small but determined and prepared 
with more than German  thorough- 
ness. The expense is tremendous. Her 
usual industries have been restricted 
or killed, and her commerce is vexed 
by the British, while her trade with 
Germany must be most carefully regu- 
lated in order not to call down the 
wrath of the allies. That some Hol- 
landers have made fortunes by more 
or less irregular trading with Ger- 
many is true, put for the great mass 


'of the people the war has been a ter- 


rible affliction. Among the many 
other expenses that it has entailed 
upon citizens and government is the 
support of Belgian refugees, thous- 
ands of whom still remain as non-pay- 
ing guests. Many of these have found 
shelter in Dutch homes, while others 
are cared for by the government. Hol- 
land ‘has proved herself a good neigh- 
bor to Belgium, but has no intention 

of inviting Belgium’ ‘is fate through any 
unneutral attitude——Martin Marshall, 
in Leslie’s.

Heavy Toll of the War 


Estimated That Two Years of War * 
Will Kill 20,000,000 

“The total destruction of life dai 
ing two years of. war will reach 20,- 
000,000 persons,” declared Professor 
Louis C. Parkes, of the government 
health gervice, at the annual meeting 
of the Royal institute of Sanitarians, 
recently held in London. 

The speaker expressed the hope, 
however, that this loss, of life might 
somehow prove a blessing in disguis>, 
resulting eventua‘ly in a distinct im- 
provement in European civilization. 

“In the past ages,” said Prot 
Parkes, “evolution of higher types in 
animal and vegetable life has general- 
ly resulted from cataclysmic changes, 
and great destruction by plague, pes- 
tilence, and famine has led to an ad- 
vance In civilization. So it is possible 
that this Armageddon: may be of ultt 
mate benefit to humanity.”

Far-Famed Colony Farm 


Reputation Made by Purebred Hol- 
steins and Clydesdales. 

One big British Columbia farm, 
the ownership, of which, as well as 
its unique management and labor 
conditions, places, it in a class by it- 
self, is the Colony Farm at Esson- 
dale, near New Westminster, owned 
by the provincial government, ana 
operated as part of the “hospital for 
the mentally defective. Most of the 
work is done by asylum patients, and 
the superintendent of the hospital, 
Dr. J. T. McKay, is also superintend- 
ent of the farm, although under him 
are expert agriculturists who have 
charge of ditferent departments. For 
the class of patients the hospital 
tréats, outdoor work on the farm is 
considered excellent, and so the mag- 
nitude of the farm operations at Hs- 
sondale, comme.ced a little over four 
years ago, has constantly and rapid- 
ly increased. There are now culti- 
vated 300 acrey of flat land and 200 
acres of highland. In addition to this 
400 acres, already slashed, is on the 
road to cultivation. 

With plenty of funds available, the 
hospital management, then in the 
hands of Dr. C. BE. Doherty, now on 
active service at the front, could do 
things on a large scale right from 
the first. The average farmer pro- 
gresses slowly when/ he goes in for 
pure bred stock, and starts to develop 
a strong herd. Colony Farm wag 
able to buy some of the best individ- 
uals of the Holstein-Freisian breed 
on either side of the international 
boundary. Dr; Doherty had a pen- 
chant, too, for pure bred Clydes- 
dales. Fine mares and stallions 
were bought. Soon there wag a tre- 
mendous interest’ at Colony Farm, 
and among the farmers of the Fraser 
valley, in farm operations at the men- 
tal hospital.

As indicating the quality of the 
dairy stock, it may be mentioned 
that at one time this fall in the large 
cow barn, there were 75 pure bred 
cows, 45 of which were milking, and 
10 of which had milk records of 100. 
pounds or over. ‘ 

Everything is always neat 
shipshape around the farm, and the 


array of well painted. bright farm 
buildings on the flats presents a 
pretty picture. Good silos always 


add to the attractiveness of a set of 
farm buildings, and there are two at 
Colony Farm, each of 145 ton .capa- 
city. This summer, largely by asy- 
lum labor, a fine new barn contain- 


ing .eight box stalls, was built. The | 


stalls, which have room for five ani- 
mals each, are constructed of hollow 
inch pipe, silvered. The feeding 
troughs are of concrete. Hach stall 
ig connected oy a door, left open dur- 
ing the day, with a grazing field out- 
side, so that the animals can come 
in and go out as they like. The first 
housed in this barn were young bulls. 
The dimensions of this new barn are 
160x32 feet. 

To the milkhouse, which is located 
a safe distance from the dairy barn, 
the milk is conveyed by an. overhead 
carrier. It is heated to 160 dégrees, 
then cooled to 45 degrees. Bottles,

The 
Germang know tLe English well, their 
defects and virtues, and they fear

“Should the British and their allics 
succeed in maintaining such a resist- 
ance a8 to prolong war beyond 1916, I 
do not Know how Germany can pos- 
sibly hope for victory. The British 
blockade’ has pfoved far more effec- 
tive than the Germans wish it to be- 
come known in foreign countries.

Broken Land Retains Moisture and

The character of climates is vari- 
ously affected by the presence or ab- 
sence of trees and otner vegetation. 
In his British association address, Sir 
Charles P. Lucas noted that climates 
became both hotter and colder when 
the surface of the earth has been 
bared: by the cutting down of trees; 
they become drier or moister with the 
destruction or planting of trees; and 
healthfuiness or unkealthfulness may 
be determined by the removal or re- 
taining of the forests. The Canadian 
Northwest is cited as an example. 
Broken or plowed land doeg not re- 
tain snow and ice like the unbroken 
prairie surface, but it is more reten- 
tive of moisture and the heat of the 
sun, As a result there has been per- 
ceptible agricu:trral improvement, of 
the climate, with an extension of the 
wheat belt considerably further north 
than formerly. Lord Strathcona be- 
lieved that the rails and telegraph 
lines ofthe Canadian Pacific Railway 
brought some changes even before 
the coming of the’-settlers, an in- 
crease in dew and moisture’ havirg 
been quite evident near the railway.

ed demand. for Canadian timothy 
among the American horsemen. 
“In filling the demand for the limit- 
ed market.in the States, the prices 
are often boosted much above the 
already high prices paid by the Brit- 
ish government. is has led to 
eancellation and  non-fulfilment~of 
army contracts. already placed in 
Quebec, causing much worry in the 
allied armies, and endangering our 
hold on: this market, which can ab- 
sorb all our timothy production in 
eastern Canada. : 

Therefore, steps have been taken to 
secure the timothy hay crop of On- 
tario, Quebec and the Maritime pro- 
vinces for use of the allied armies,’ 
and the price prevailing (about $20, 
or double the usual amount paid): is 
expected to continue or be even 
greater. : 

So far the allied armies have de- 
manded timothy hay, but the depart-.

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WONDERFUL GROWTH OF SALONIKI 
“ONE OF THE LESSONS OF THE WAR 


IT CAN NO LONGER BE CONSIDERED A GREEK CITY. 


Population Suddenly Increased From 160,000 to Netrly« Million, 


A Strange Mixture of Races Brought Together Through! _. 
the Exigencies of the Balkan Struggle ; 7a ae 


It ig one of the daily lessons of the 
War in the Balkans that the Character 
of no city or district is’ so denuitely 
fixed that it cannot be aitered over 
night. Few things have become more 
wearisome to students of Kaikan poli- 
tics than the historical monographs, 
charts of race migrations, etinoiogi- 
cal maps in séverai colors (the maps, 
not the races), constantly issued. by. 
one Balkan: state or-anotierto prove 
that virtually all the Balkans as well 
ag a considerable share of the rest 
of the world is and has for centuries 
been inhabited almost exclusively by 
Greeks, Serbs, Bulgars, or Austrians, 
ag the case may be. 

The Greeks are probably the worst 
offenders at least in respect of the 
extent of their claims. According to 
them, certainly all of the littoral and 
all of the Islands of the Aegean, and 
probably a very large part of the 
Kastern Mediterrarean basis as well, 
including by all means Alexandria, 
should be Greek. Towards the north, 
more than half of Albania is claimed 
and a goodish bit has already been 
seized. Old Serbia, including even 
Uskub;  Roumelia, out of Bulgaria; 
and as for Turkey in Europe, the 
Greeks laugh at the idea that the: lit- 
tle that is left of the Western Otto- 
man empire should fall to anyone but 
the. Greeks, from Kirk-Kilisseh and 
Adrianople to: and including Con- 
stantinople. For in the Greek mind, 
any other disposition of Constantin- 
ople than to place the Moslem city 
under Greek rule would be the rank- 
est injustice under which Greece 
would never cease to complain—until 
properly compensated. 

In view of the extravagance of these 
national claims, it is most interesting 
to watch the change worked in 
Saloniki in the course of comparative- 
ly few weeks since the allied troops 
have, begun to land there. It is true 
that Greeks, also, have poured in in 
even greater numbers than the Allies, 
but the original population stood at 
about 160,000 inhabitants, of which 
number 80,000 are Jews of Portuguese 
and Spanish descent, still speaking a 
sort of bastard Spanish, in; which sev- 
eral newspapers are printed, though 
strangely enough the Hebrew charac- 
ters are employed to spell out these 
Iberian words. Next in number come 
the’ Greeks thmselves, totalling with 
officials, garrison and everything, only 
40;000 or less, while the Turks ran 
them a close securid with between 
30,000 and 40,000. The remaining pop- 
ulation of normal times was that cos- 
mopolitan- mixtures so characteristic 
of every port, but especially of a port 
like Saloniki or Rotterdam, where the 
territory served by the port and the 


however, instead of simply hav- 
ing one other country as hinterland, 
as Rotterdam or Germany, Saloniki 
has two: Serbia and Bulgaria. There 
were always, therefore, many Serbs 
and not a few Bulgars to be found in 


‘Saloniki. For the same reason Aus- 


trians were frequent in normal times, 
though less so since the war has cut 
Austria-Hungary off from Saloniki-as 
a port of outlet.

Scarcely had the -population of 
Saloniki in a way disposed of this 
sudden influx of gtrangers, when the 
Greek mobilization was ordered and 
soldiers from all over Greece began 
to arrive at the appointed trysting 
place—none other than Saloniki. 

Following the last two Balkan wara, 
Greece had increased her population, 
by territorial acquisitions, over 60 
per cent. It is doubtful if even the 
Gfeeks quite realized what this in 
crease would mean in the shape of in- 
creased ‘number of troops mobilized. 
In a few weks—almost in a few daya 
—the population of Saloniki had been 
first 160,000, then 360,000, suddenly 
became 700,000. As many as. possible 
of the newcomers were quartered on 
the inhabitants of the city; the re 
mainder erected a tent city at the 
edge of the town—but all spent their 
time in the marrow, ill-paved streets 
of Saloniki. which began to resemble 
@ county seat during fair week — 

And then, out of the clear sky, 
French and British troops. began to 
join the throng. At first-the number 
was small; now it has passed a hun- 
dred thousand. ‘It is true that. most of 
these have gone on up into Serbia; 
but all the necessary commissariat 
service must be directed from Salon. 
iki, all the work of debarking not only 
the newly arrived troops but the sup 
plies must be handled there, and in 
duplicate, for the British have their 
own. machinery to this and quite dis- 
tinct from the French. Q 

Naturally, there simply were not 
enough shops in which to bake the 
bread necessary for so0 great an in- 
crease of population—much less was 
there enough wheat from which to 
bake it. The same was true of every 
other commodity. necessary to life— 
and still is. Serbs, refugees from 
their war-ridden country, began to tr 
rive in such great numbers that the 
Greek government suspended = the 
railway service with Monastir trying 
to prevent this last peaceable inva- 
sion. Nevertheless, some 60,000 to 
70,000 have arrived. The population of 
Saloniki in a few weeks has jumped 
from 160,000 to almost a million. And 
the most rudimentary means of tak- 
ing care of such an increase are abso- 
lutely. lacking, even. to water supply 
an drainage. Ae 

As for the general aspect of the 
city; it never was Greek—indeed it is 
more so now than it ever has been 
But today it might. be a sort of great- 
er Port Said; it might be Marseilles 
or London or Alexandria. It is any 
thing—a great bazaar, a human bee 
hive. 5 

But it is not a Greek city. It is not 
a city at all. It is merely a spot on 
the map where hundreds of thousands

The French Flag 

It is not generally known that the 
three stripes of coior that make up 
the French national flag are not 
equal in width. When the tricolor 
was first authorized in 1792, the posi- 
tions and proportions of the three 
colors were not stated, and such -a 
variety of flags was seen that. two 
years later the National Assembly. de- 
clared that the national standard 
should be formed of “the three na- 
tional colors, in equal bands placea 
vertically, the hoist being blue, the 
middle white and the fly red.” 

For years the flag was made in this 
way, but though the bands were equal 
they never jooked equal owing to an 
optical illusion, the blue appearing 
wider than the red.
